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SOME NOTED ENGLISH GARDENS 
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BATTLEMENT GARDEN, BELVOIR CASTLE 
Duchess of Rutland 

Possibly no better idea of the many unusual gar- 
den sites to which the surroundings of old English 
homes lend themselves, can be given than by this 
picture of a battlement garden at Belvoir Castle, 
the seat of the Duke of Rutland. There are three 
terrace gardens on the battlements of the castle. 
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GATES AND FORE-COURT, HAM HOUSE 
Lord Dysart 

Ham House is a beautiful example of Jacobean struc- 
ture, a style not often copied here, though there is 
at least one specimen of it on the North shore of Long 
Island. Ham House grounds have a gate-way at the 
end of the ilex avenue that has not been opened since 
James I passed through it on his departure from a 
visit to the place. There are some very large trees 
in the grounds, and statues and distant vistas. The 
house is compact and exactly as it was when lived 
in at the time it w r as built. 
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BLUE AND GOLD GARDEN 

Blenheim Palace. Duke of Marlborough 

The blue and gold garden at Blenheim Palace, the 
seat of the Duke of Marlborough, has golden yew 
and pale yellow begonias, the blue made up of del- 
phinium. The flowers are taken into the orangery 
in winter and brought out in summer. The foun- 
tain figure is in bronze and represents a woman 
holding a ducal coronet. The fountain itself is of 
dolphins and a beautiful coloured bronze. 
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WATER GARDEN AT PENSHURST CASTLE 
Lord de L'Isle and Dudley 

For many centuries Penshurst Castle, which is the 
property of Lord de Lisle and Dudley, has figured 
in English history. This will readily be clear from 
the statement that there was a fortified house here 
at the time of William the Conqueror. 
Of this few, if any, traces remain, but even the 
present structure dates back to i3^i; and it is not 
unlikely that the moat in which the water garden 
is planted, was dug at that time. 
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BOUDOIR GARDEN, W1NCHFIELD 
Evelyn, Duchess of Wellington 

Intimate personal gardens, often walled off with- 
in the larger garden, are apt to be features of the 
English practice of laying out the grounds about 
a country residence. An illustration is the little 
garden, at Winchfield, of Evelyn, Dowager-Duch- 
ess of Wellington, which she reaches directly from 
her boudoir. 
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
